The American girl in embracing 
the Hindu religion will follow the 
example of the former Nancy Miller 
of Seattle who when she married 
the Mahajarah of Indore accepted 
her husband’s faith. 
Join Model Colony 
Miss Cook, a young matron of 
striking beauty, announced a short 
time ago that she had taken steps 
to Join Gandhi’s “Ashram,” or mod­ 
el colony, at Ahmedabad, where all 
the ascetic 
teachings of 
India’* 
apostle of peace are practiced. 
She now announces that on De­ 
cember 21, when she will be 22. she 
will immerse herself in the waters 
of the Ganges and be baptized as an 
adherent of the Hindu religion. 
She has chosen that date for her 
conversion, she says, because the 
stars, which have a special signifi­ 
cance for her, are in unity on that 
day.

Utica! battles since 1894. 
T hirty -seven years ago “G eneral" 
Coxey set out from M assillon w ith an 
"arm y" of unemployed men for W a sh ­ 
ington w here he ho|>cd to win adop­ 
tion of his scheme to have the national 
treasu ry 
issue 
niti-interest 
bearing 
bonds to aid the needy. 
Hut the only result of the m arch 
was that Coxey and several of Ins aids 
w ere sent to jail for tram pling on the 
capttol lawn. 
C oxey’s drChm of such b o n d s never 
w as realized.

made hun a national figure and his 
bond scheme received much publicity.
